Highway Dollars 


Henrik E. Stafseth, director of state high­ 
ways who must be a better ix)ad engineer than 
a public speaker, talked to the Escanaba Kiwanis 
Club the other day about the problems facing 
Michigan’s Highway Department and about some 
of the plans for the Upper Peninsula- 


He said in response to a question that the 
Upper Peninsula has about 3.5 per cent of the 
total population of the state, generates 5 per 
cent of the vehicle traffic because of the dis­ 
tances and tourists, has 8.5 per cent of the high­ 
way miles in the state and has received about 
12 per cent of the non-interstate System high­ 
way funds spent in Michigan for the past 17 
years. 


It sounds quote impressive, until the fig­ 
ures are examined. 


Stafseth pointed out, for example, that “the 
p*eat bulk of our capital outlay funds — move 
than 80 per cent of the total federal aid — is 
going into the Interstate freeway system.”

The director said the Highway Dept, will 
have about $58 million available for hisrhway 
and bridge construction this year. Of that 
amount, SI 5 million will be spent on resurfacing, 
safety projects and the like. Michigan’s sliare 
of Interstate construction amounts to $16 mil­ 
lion. which the federal government ^^■ill supple­ 
ment by $144 million in the 90 per cent Uncle 
Sam pays freeway progi*am. That leaves $27 
million for construction on the state’s other high­ 
ways, which ^W11 be matched on a 50-50 basis by 
the federal government, giving the state $54 mil­ 
lion for non-Interstate work. 


Total highway spending in t h e state this 
year, including the Interstate projects of nearly 
50 miles, will amount to some $229 million. 


On the basis of these figures — and assum­ 
ing that the Upper Peninsula receives the 12 
per cent of non-Interstate spending that Staf­ 
seth says the U- P. has received for the past 17 
years — the Upper Peninsula will receive about 
8.6 per cent of Michigan’s total highway dollar 
this year. Tliis compares favorably with the 
population percentage, but is below both the 
percentage of travel and less than 50 per cent 
of the ratio of highway miles in the U. P.

As far as the Interstate system goes, the 
Upper Peninsula has some 50 to 55 miles of four- 
lane freeway running from St. Ignace to Sault 
Ste. Marie, about 4.6 per cent of the total Inter­ 
state construction programmed for Michigan. 


Again, that percentage compares favorably 
with population and travel miles of the region. 
But while the ratio seems favorable, a freeway 
running f r o m St. Ignace to Sault Ste. Marie 
serves only a limited number of peninsula resi­ 
dents in the eastern end. 


What everybody seems to forget in dealing 
with the Upper Peninsula is that the U. P. is a 
big country. It has one third of the geographic 
area of the state and although traffic congestion 
can't be compared with that of the streets of 
Detroit, that doesn’t mean that roads built years 
ago can continue to serve modern-day needs. 


Somewhere, allowances should be made for 
the distances.

Welfare Reform 


The most appealing part of President Nix­ 
on’s new welfare plan is that it would replace, 
not merely supplement, the present welfai-e sys­ 
tem. 


For all of its possible imperfections, the 
plan is widely viewed as an improvement over 
the existing system, which is almost unanimous­ 
ly rated an abysmal failure. 


Programs which foster dependency would 
be replaced by programs which encourage work. 
In this respect, an administration spokesman 
said immediately following the President’s ad­ 
dress that the plan contemplated elimination of 
food stamps. 


Now, however, comes another voice from 
the White House. ’The President’s nutrition ad­ 
visor, Dr. Jean Mayer, told interviewers recently 
there is no basis for believing the food stamp pro­ 
gram will end immediately if Congress adopts 
the Nixon plan. Dr. Mayer said it could be years 
before such assistance is curtailed adding that 
the final phase-out would not occur until a family 
—under the new plan—could keep its food bill 
within 30 oer cent of its income- 


In effect, Dr. Meyer is saying that elimina­ 
tion of food stamps deT>ends upon the success of 
the Nixon program. But the reverse may also 
be ti*ue. The success of the Nixon plan could de­ 
pend upon ending existing programs. 


The purpose of the refoim plan is to break 
the cycle of dependency and, through job train­ 
ing and work incentives, move the poor into a 
productive role. The objective has a reasonable 
chance of being achieved if we make a clean 
break with the current system. 


If, on the other hand, the reform measure 
merely supplements programs wliich are work­ 
ing poorly or not at all, the nation could find it­ 
self with not one but two costly welfare failures.

correct does not mean that you 
have presented the problem in 
its entirety. 


Let me point out that clean 
air and industrial development 
are net opposed to one aivother, 
but rather, very much in har­ 
mony. Can you imagine indus- 
ti’y that uses precision tools or 
machinery and special metal al­ 
loys wanting to locate in an 
area where sleel and metal al­ 
loys con'ode from 5 to 25 times 
as fast in an atmosphere con­ 
taminated with sulphur dioxide, 
as compared with a relatively 
clean 
atmosphere. Or 
where 
copper and brass materials can 
tarnish before your eyes and 
darken in only a few months, as 
draken in only a few nrionths, as 
in the case of polluting with 
hydrogen 
sulfide 
(plup 
mill 
emissions)? 


Consider 
the 
industrialist 
wanting to locate or relocate 
in an area where the air con­ 
tinually reeks of a stench so bad 
that they would not be able to 
persuade their key personnel 
or executives to want to live 
there. After all — lets face it! 
If a person has a choice of 
where he may live, he usually 
does not want to live in an 
area in which the air is pollut­ 
ed, or as you suggested in your 
editorial, let us call a spade a 
spade and rephrase my last 
statement to say: He would not 
want to live in an ax'ea in 
which the stench from a pulp 
mill caused him to live in a 
constant state of nausea. 


Our research points out that 
when a pulp mill of the kraft 
sulphate type locates in an area, 
it is usually the last majoi’ in­ 
dustry to do so.

In a recent Daily Pi*ess article 
(Question Projections in State 
Study on U.P., Sept. 6). Jean 
Worth of Panax Newspapers 
summarized and gave some of 
his views on a recent report 
published by the Michigan Em­ 
ployment Security Conunission. 
In the closing paragraph, Mr. 
Worth quotes the report as fol­ 
lows: “The report states that 
tourists help generate SI 
of 
every $3 of retail sales, and that 
if tourism is to attain greater 
important in our area, there is 
obvious need for a very large 
scale investment in facilities to 
serve the upper and high in­ 
come tourist clientele.’’ 


If we can assume that this 
report is reasonably accurate, 
then we must ask ourselves how 
much of the one third total re­ 
tail sales in our community is 
in jeopardy without a proper 
Air Control Ordinance? May­ 
be we could look to towTis like 
Wisconsin Rapids or Kaukauna 
for our answer. These towns can 
boast of a tourist trade next to 
sero. 


The report stated there was 
an obvious need for lai'ge scale 
tourist facilities. It w'ould be 
proper to assume that the peo­ 
ple involved in present plans 
for future tourist and retail de­ 
velopment may sit down and 
re-examine our situation before 
going ahead with investments 
in the tourist industry that 
amounts to millions of dollars. 
Citizens going into any new 
busine^ in our area are not 
looking for a sure thing as they 
know any business has its per­ 
cent of failures, but at the same 
time, there is no businessman 
that wants to start out with 
two strikes against him. 


Ctaly recently announcements 
have been made for planned 
tourist, retail, and rea-eational 
facilities, such as. The Terrace 
Hilton, Holiday Inn, DowntowTi 
Shopping Mall, L*ake Bluff De­ 
velopment 
and 
a 
Red 
Owl 
Shopping Center — to name a 
few. It would be a tremendous 
loss to our community if any 
one of the above mentioned 
were to cancel their plans be­ 
cause they lacked confidence in 
the future of our area.

Let’s say you have a 50 per 
cent chance of making a con­ 
tract by taking 
particulai* fi­ 
nesse. If that is the only way 
of getting home, all you can do 
is pray that the finesse suc­ 
ceeds when you attempt it. 


But in most cases you can 
increase your chances to well 
beyond 50 per cent. Sometimes 
you can bring tliem up to 75 
pei- cent, which simply means 
that the odds are 3 to 1 in your 
favor, 
instead 
of just even 
money. 


Suppose you’re declarer wdth 
this hand and West leads a 
spade, winch you rutf. Super­ 
ficially, it seems that the slam 
depends on the success or fail­ 
ure of the diamond finesse— 
roughly a 50 per cent chance— 
but actually you have much 
better prospects tlian that if 
you play the hand right. 


What you should do, after 
drawing trumps, is lead a low 
club from your hand towards 
dummy’s J-2! 


In the actual case, this play 
puts a quick end to Hie pro­ 
ceedings. West is forced to go 
up with the queen and you 
later discard dummy’s Q-5 of 
diamonds 
on 
your 
A-K 
of 
clubs, 
thus 
making 
twelve 
tricks without botiiering with 
the diamond finesse. 


Of course, it may turn out 
that East has the queen of 
clubs, in wiiich case your ef­ 
fort to avoid the diamond fi­ 
nesse will be thwarted. E\en 
so. you will be no worse off 
than you were before. You will 
still make the hand if West has 
the 
king 
of 
diamonds, and 
meanwhile 
it 
has 
cost 
you 
nothing to first attempt the 
ciub play. 


The point is that the low 
club lead towards dummy gives 
you two chances for the con­ 
tract instead of only the one 
chance you w^ould have if you 
relied exclusively on the dia­ 
mond finesse.

Henrik E. Stafseth, director of state high­ 
ways who must be a better road engineer than 
a public speaker, talked to the Escanaba Kiwanis 
Club the other day about the problems facing 
Michigan’s Highway Department and about some 
of the plans for the Upper Peninsula- 
He said in response to a question that the 
Upper Peninsula has about 3.5 per cent of the 
total population of the state, generates 5 per 
cent of the vehicle traffic because of the dis­ 
tances and tourists, has 8.5 per cent of the high­ 
way miles in the state and has received about 
12 per cent of the non-interstate System high­ 
way funds spent in Michigan for the past 17 
years. 
It sounds quote impressive, until the fig­ 
ures are examined. 
Stafseth pointed out, for example, that ‘‘the 
great bulk of our capital outlay funds — mo'-e 
than 80 per cent of the total federal aid — is 
going into the Interstate freeway system.” 
* 
* 
★ 
The director said the Highway Dept, will 
have about $58 million available for highway 
and bridge construction this year. Of that 
amount, $15 million will be spent on resurfacing, 
safety projects and the like. Michigan’s share 
of Interstate construction amounts to $16 mil­ 
lion. which the federal government will suople- 
ment by $144 million in the 90 per cent Uncle 
Sam pays freeway program. That leaves $27 
million for construction on the state’s other high­ 
ways, which will be matched on a 50-50 basis by 
the federal government, giving the state $54 mil­ 
lion for non-Interstate work. 
Total highway spending in t h e state this 
year, including the Interstate projects of nearly 
50 miles, will amount to some $229 million. 
On the basis of these figures — and assum­ 
ing that the Upper Peninsula receives the 12 
per cent of non-Interstate spending that Staf­ 
seth says the U P. has received for the past 17 
years — the Upper Peninsula will receive about 
3.6 per cent of Michigan’s total highway dollar 
this year. This compares favorably with the 
population percentage, but is below both the 
percentage of travel and less than 50 per cent 
of the ratio of highway miles in the U. P. 
♦ 
* 
* 
As far as the Interstate system goes- the 
Upper Peninsula has some 50 to 55 miles of four- 
lane freeway running from St. Ignace to Sault 
Ste. Marie, about 4.6 per cent of the total Inter­ 
state construction programmed for Michigan. 
Again, that percentage compares favorably 
with population and travel miles of the region. 
But while the ratio seems favorable, a freeway 
running f r o m St. Ignace to Sault Ste. Marie 
serves only a limited number of peninsula resi­ 
dents in the eastern end- 
W hat everybody seems to forget in dealing 
with the Upper Peninsula is that the U. P. is a 
big country. It has one third of the geographic 
area of the state and although traffic congestion 
can’t be compared with that of the streets of 
Detroit, th at doesn’t mean that roads built years 
ago can continue to serve modern-day needs. 
Somewhere, allowances should be made for 
the distances.

Welfare Reform 


The most appealing part of President Nix­ 
on’s new welfare plan is that it would replace, 
not merely supplement, the present welfare sys­ 
tem. 
For all of its possible imperfections, the 
plan is widely viewed as an improvement over 
the existing system, which is almost unanimous­ 
ly rated an abysmal failure. 
Programs which foster dependency would 
be replaced by programs which encourage work. 
In this respect, an administration spokesman 
said immediately following the President’s ad­ 
dress that the plan contemplated elimination of 
food stamps. 
Now*, however, comes another voice from 
the White House. The President’s nutrition ad­ 
visor, Dr. Jean Mayer, told interviewers recently 
there is no basis for believing the food stamp pro­ 
gram will end immediately if Congress adopts 
the Nixon plan. Dr. Mayer said it could be years 
before such assistance is curtailed adding that 
the final phase-out w’ould not occur until a family 
—under the new’ plan—could keep its food bill 
within 30 Der cent of its income- 
In effect, Dr. Meyer is saying that elimina­ 
tion of food stamps depends upon the success of 
the Nixon program. But the reverse may also 
be true. The success of the Nixon plan could de­ 
pend upon ending existing programs. 
The purpose of the reform plan is to break 
the cycle of dependency and, through job train­ 
ing and work incentives, move the poor into a 
productive role. The objective has a reasonable 
chance of being achieved if we make a clean 
break with the current system. 
If, on the other hand, the reform measure 
merely supplements programs which are work­ 
ing poorly or not at all, the nation could find it­ 
self with not one but twro costly welfare failures.

WELCOME MILL 
Here in the Cuyahoga Val­ 
ley (Cleveland. O.) 
there 
is 
smoke and fumes galore, yet 
smoke must be kept in control 
on Hie ships that unload ore 
and coal at the several steel 
mills lining the river lands. 
There is abo a dust problem. 
A lot is being written about 
nauseating odors, but very lit­ 
tle about dust. The City of 
Munising had a pulp mill for 
over 40 years, or until it was 
phased out by Kimberly-Clark1 
a few years ago. 
My family lived in Munising 
for several years during the 
1920s. As I recall, no one ever 
became sick from the odor of 
the pulp mill. 
In fact, 
the 
people of Munising were los­ 
ers when the mill ceased to be. 
The new paper and pulp mill 
proposed for the “Athens of 
America” 
would 
have 
been 
welcomed by nearly all Munis­ 
ing residents. One could make 
some guesses as to why this 
mill was never built. 
Most letters written about 
the smells likely to be caused 
by Mead’s new mill are from 
those who do not have to earn 
a living by working for wages. 
(Editor’s Note: This isn’t neces­ 
sarily the case.) But all salaries 
and all wealth has its roots and 
base in the working classes.

What Tackle To I7te 


What tackle is best for these 
I fish moving near their spawn-

good light to mediium outfit, 
used either spinning, casting 
! or trolling is OK. 


Heavy tackle such as bat- 
stiff trolling rods, ocean reels 
and 100 pound test line actual­ 
ly are a handicap. Coho are 
tough, agile and damn fast, 
■ niey can’t often be horsed and 
held. Consequently 
the 
wise 
angler will use a responsive 
light rod, a sure-drag reel and 
fairly . light line, usually be­ 
tween 8 and 20 pound test. 


If you do chance to hook one 
of those rare giant chinook, 
just pi^ay a little and settle 
down for a long, careful and 
wild fight. 


W hat lui-es are scoring well 
on coho at Thompson Creek 
and in Little Bay de Noc? Sev­ 
eral have proved excellent so 
far tliis year. For trolling pur­ 
poses the U-20 silver Flatfish 
seems to be the top f i ^ get­ 
ter in Little Bay de Noc, with 
the Heddon Tadpoly running 
a close second. 


At Thompson, coho anglers 
are doing well on Mepps spin­

Tips For Anglers 


Here are some helpful tips 
for area anglers who are going 
to give coho fishing a try. 


Try and get away from the 
dock before dawn. Some of the 
best salmon fishing occurs just 
after sunrise. 


Take 
a 
thermwneter with 
you. DNR biologists have found 
that coho prefer w ater that is 
around 56 degrees. Find water 
between 50 and 60 degrees and 
your chances for taking coho 
have jumped considerably. 


Binoculars are very helpful. 
Salmon can sometimes be ob- 
sei-ved feeding or rolling on tlie 
surface, especially prior to their 
upstream spawniing run. Watch 
for large 
flocks 
of 
seagulls 
feeding on bait fish on the w a­ 
ter’s surface. It could be that a 
school of salmon is working on 
the bait fish fi*om below, forc­ 
ing them up to the top wliere 
the birds grab them. 


Don’t lose hope even if you 
don’t see any visible signs of 
salmon. 
Many 
anglers think 
tliat because they don’t see any 
coho up on top the fish aren’t 
there. These anglers couldn’t be 
further 
from 
the truth. You 
could be over a school of ten 
thousand fish and if you didn’t 
catch any you wouldn’t know 
tliey were there. 


If you’re troling, try various 
speeds and depths until you 
start to pick up coho. Try drift­ 
ing and casting, if all else fails. 


As you can see, coho fishing 
has a lot of ifs and buts. Some­ 
times the most successful angler 
in the one who experiments on 
his own and discovers his own 
technique 
for 
catching 
the 
sporting salmon. 


The fish are there. Go get 
’em. Don’t 
worry 
too 
much 
about catching coho fever, it’s 
not really a bad disease to have 
if you’ve got a couple ot nice

Corp. in Escanaba for taking 
“progressive steps” to reduce 
the pollutants in the Escanaba 
River and to install air pollu­ 
tion controls in their proposed 
mill addition. 
Rev. Ben F. Helm er of Esca­ 
naba, pastor of St. Stephen's 
Episcopal 
Church and secre­ 
tary of the executive council, 
said both resolutions w ere pass­ 
ed unanimously by the coun­ 
cil. 
The council commended “the 
Save Our Air Com m ittee’ for 
its efforts tow ards the adop­ 
tion 
of 
this 
ordinance” and 
“endorses this ordinance and 
urges the Delta County Board 
of Supervisors to enact this 
ordinance as soon as feasible.” 
The ordinance proposed by 
the Sat e Our A ir committee 
would control air pollution in 
Delta County by establishing a 
seven-m em ber 
board 
which 
vrould be responsible for en­ 
forcement of federal, state and 
1 local statutes.

any angler.” says Stan Liev- 
ense. public inform ation officer 
for the Departm ent of N atural 
Resources (DNR). “He fights 
readily and he fights like a 
champ.” Liovense added. 
The coho are in. They have 
been spotted in large schools in 
approxim ately 45 feet of w’ater 
just south of H unter’s Point in 
little Bay de Noc and about 
one to two miles offshore at 
Thompson. 
W hat Tackle To Use 
What tackle is best for these 
fish moving near their spaw n­ 
ing streams? T hat’s easy! Any 
I good light to medium o u tfit 
used 
cither spinning, casting 
or trolling is OK. 


Heavy tackle such as bat- 
stiff trolling rods, ocean reels 
and IOO pound test line actual­ 
ly are a handicap. Coho arc 
tough, 
agile 
and 
damn 
fast. 
They can’t often be horsed and 
held. Consequently 
the 
wise 
angler will use a responsive 
light rod, a sure-drag reel and 
fairly light line, usually be­ 
tween 8 and 20 pound test. 
If you do chance to hook one 
of those rare giant chinook, 
just pray a little and settle 
down for a long, careful and 
v.'ild fight. 
W hat lures are searing well 
on coho at Thompson Creek 
and in Little Bay de Noc? Sev­ 
eral have proved excellent so 
far this year. For trolling pur­ 
poses the U-20 silver Flatfish 
seems to be the top fish get­ 
ter in Little Bay de Noc. with 
the Heddon Tadpoly running 
a close second. 
At Thompson, coho anglers 
are doing well on Mepps spin­ 
ners and odd-colored Flatfish 
in the 
sm aller 
sizes. 
Spawn 
sacks and large nightcraw lers 
are also working w’ell for w ad­ 
ing anglers at Thompson. 
Tips For Anglers 
Here are some helpful tips 
for area anglers w’ho are going 
to give coho fishing a try. 
Try and get aw’av from the 
dock before dawn. Some of the 
best salmon fishing occurs just 
after sunrise 
Take 
a 
therm om eter with 
you. DNR biologists have found 
that coho prefer w ater that is 
around 56 degrees. Find w ater 
betw’een 50 and 60 degrees and 
your chances for taking coho 
have jum ped considerably.

Don’t lose hope even if you 
don't see any visible signs of 
salmon.

there. These anglers couldn’t be

truth. You 
could be over a school of ten 
thousand fish and if you didn’t 
catch any you wouldn’t know 
they were there. 
lf you’re troling, try various 
speeds and depths until you 
start to pick up coho. Try drift­ 
ing and casting, if all else fails. 
As you can see, coho fishing 
has a lot of ifs and buts. Some- 
' times the most successful angler 
I is the one w ho experim ents on 
his own and discovers his own 
technique 
for 
catching 
the 
sporting salm on. 
The fish are there. Go get 
em. Don’t 
w orry 
too 
much 
about catching coho fever, it’s 
not really a bad disease to have 
if you’ve got a couple of nice 
15-pound fish lying in the boat 
“suffering” beside you.

IRONWOOD (AP) — The Cop­ 
per Peak ski flying slide, the 
only one of its kind in the west­ 
ern hemisphere, is rapidly tak­ 
ing shape atop Copper Peak, in 
the vast Ottawa National For­ 
est, 12 miles north of Ironwood.
